This statue overlooking the har- 
bor at Rio is as familiar to the 
citizens of Brazil and tourists, as 
the statue of Liberty in the har- 
bor of New York City is to Amer- 
icans and their neighbors. 

The top of Corcovado approxi- 
mately 2400 feet above the harbor, 
is reached by a funicular railway 
which crosses several deep 
ehasms and passes through lux- 
wious tropical foliage. 

From the top, in the daytime, 
Rio appears as a large scale raised 
map, while at night, Rio with its 
twinkling lights has all the charm 
of a fairyland 

The statue of Christ is illum- 
inated every evening presenting 
an unforgetable sight from the 
city below.

Description of the stamp, and 
the steps to be taken to secure 
first day covers were contained 
in the following bulletin from 
the Post Office Department:- 

Postmastér General Jesse M. 
Donald§on announced the descrip- 
tion of the 3c stamp to commem- 
orate thé 75th anniversary of the 
American Chemical Society which 
will be first placed on sale at New 
York, New York, on September 
4, 1951. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally with a double line 
frame, printed by the rotary pro- 
cess, electric-eye perforated, and 
issued in sheets of 50. An initial 
printing order of 110,000,000 
American Chemical Society com- 
memorative stamps has been au- 
thorized. The color of the stamp 
will be announced later. 

The stamp has for its central 
design the emblem of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society. On the 
left is pictured a modern alem- 
bic with supporting instruments, 
the conventional hydrometer and 
the modern ionization indicator, 
and to the right is the horizon 
of the chemical century typified 
by the towers of the catalytic 
cracking plant, a butadiene re- 
actor, and a fractional unit. 

Across the top arranged im one 
line of white face Gothic appears 
the wording “American Chemi- 
cal Society” and just below ar- 
ranged in two lines on each side 
of the emblem in white face Go- 
thic is the wording “Diamond 
Jubilee 1876—1951". In a dark 
panel across the bottom of the 
stamp is the inscription “3c U.S. 
Postage 3c” in white face Roman. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of this stamp 
may send a limited number of 
addressed envelopes, not in ex- 
cess of ten, to the Postmaster, 
New York, New York, with mon- 
ey order remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed

Scapular Set 
Issued By Malta 


On July 12, Malta issued a set 
of three commemorative stamps 
all of the same design to memor- 
ialize the Seventh Centenary of 
the Scapular. Denominations and 
colors are ld green, 3d violet and 
1/- black. 











The design pictures the Mother 
of God bestowing the scapular 
upon St. Simon Stock. Stock was 
the sixth head of the Carmelites, 
who im 1251 as the result of a 
revelation instituted the wearing 
of the scapular. 

The oldest and most widespread 
of the scapular associations is that 
of our Lady of Mount Carmel. 

As seen in the stamp design 
the scapular being received by 
St. Simon Stock is in the nature 
of a vestment. This was the ear- 
liest form and constituted part 
of a monastic habit. It was made 
of a strip of a rough material, 
serge for the most part, with an 
opening for the head, the cloth 
hanging down in front and back. 

In later years, lay Catholics not 
members of the religious orders, 
began wearing of the scapular. It 
was a modified version of the 
monastic consisting of two pieces 
of cloth upon which are religious 
pictures joined by strings. 

There are several scapulars, 
identified easily by their different 
colors, according to the confra- 
ternities of which they are bad- 
ges.

In October resolutions favoring 
this stamp were passed by the 
National League of District Post- 
masters of the United States at 
their annual convention in Den- 
ver, Colorado; grand lodge of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows and the patriarch militant, 
1.0.0.F. of Colorado at the annual 
state conventions and the Colo- 
rado Education Association at 
their annual convention.

These petitions were presented 
to these organizations by Elmer 
E. Owen, president of the Holy 
Cross Postmaster’s Assn. At these 
meetings Mr. Owen was encour- 
aged to continue this project by

Lutheran Memorial Hospital, | 
Class of 1895, was the only Amer- 
ican to perish during the experi- 
ments to determine the cause of 
yellow fever conducted by the | 
U.S. Army in Cuba 1901. 

This knowledge enabled Dr. | 
Wm. C. Gorgas, under whose di- 
rection Nurse Maass participated 
in the tests at Las Animas Hos- 
pital in Havana, to clear the tro- 
pics of the disease and make pos- 
sible the construction of the Pa- 
nama Canal. 

President Prio of Cuba, in ob- 
servance of the 50th Anniversary 
of the Conquest of Yellow Fever, 
last Nov. 10, in his Presidential 
Decree “Arturito” authorized the 
issuance of a commemorative 
stamp on August 24th, 1951, in 














3,000,000 copies, value 2 centavos, 
“in recognition of the brave 
nurse’s service in the War in Cu- 
ba 1898, and her return in 1900 
to give her help in the battle 
against yellow fever, permitting 
herself to be bitten by an infect- 
ed mosquito, and thus sacrificing 
her life at the age of 25 years”. 

A similar stamp has been re- 
quested of the U.S. Post Office 
Department by the nurses of the 
United States, headed by the 
American Nurses Association, 
honoring Nurse Maass as a sym- 
bol of “The American Nurse in 
Peace and War’. Congressman 
Hugh Addonizio (D) 11th District 
of N.J. on February 10, 1949, in- 
troduced Bill H.R. 2609 in the 
House of Representatives to the 
same end, 

President Plaza has been re- 
quested by Rev. Herbert, on be- 
half of the American Nurses As- 
sociation, to invite President Tru- 
man’s and the U.S. Post Office’s 
participation by the emission of 
a U.S. stamp. 

Governor Alfred Driscoll of, N. 
J., as well as the two N.J. Sen- 
ators, Robert C. Hendrickson and 
H. Alexander Smith, in letters 
to and im personal interviews 
with Secretary of State Acheson, 
have requested that all these ap- 
peals be given serious and fa- 
vorable attention in view of the 
international character of the 
homage proposed for the Ameri- 
can nurse martyr.

Realizing the tremendous task 
and expense involved, he _ pre-

Mountain Kiwanis club of Min- 
turn, Colorado. At that time Har- 
old Steinmier was president of 
the club and after thorough dis- 
cussion a commemorative stamp 
committee was appointed to de- 
vise means of financing, as well 
as promoting the commemorative 
stamp campaign. 

This committee reported to the 
Kiwanis Club at their next regu- 
lar meeting, recommending that 
the club sponsor the movement 
for a Colorado 75th anniversary 
of statehood commemorative 
stamp with the Mount of the Holy 
Cross as the main motif, also of- 
fered a means of financing this 
program, 

The club heartily accepted their 
recommendations and the com- 
mittee originally chosen became 
the permanent -stamp committee, 
composed of Frank Bassing, club 
secretary, as chairman, Elmer E. 
Owen and Harold Goodale. They 
were instructed to start immedi- 
ately on distribution of the reso- 
lution to all religious, fraternal, 
and civic groups. 

Governor Thornton, along with 
Lewis Cobb, Director of Publicity 
for the state of Colorado, en- 
dorsed the design of the stamp, 
drawn by Al Urmness, artist in 
the Minturn public schools, as 
well as Minturn, Colorado as place 
of first day issuance and to be 
issued on August 1, 1951, the an- 
niversary date of Colorado state- 
hood. 

A news release from the gov- 
ernor’s office was _ publicized 
through the Denver papers show- 
ing the design approved by Gov- 
ernor Thornton and committee 
and listing Minturn, Colorado and 
August, 1, 1951, as place and date 
of issuance. On March 7, Gov- 
ernor Thornton sent a letter to 
Osborne Pearson, Assistant Post- 
master General saying that “I 
personally believe that the de- 
sign (ours) is not only appro- 
priate for the state of Colorado, 
but for the necessity to retain 
Christianity in these times.” 

Further, “Although you suggest 
Denver as the post office of re- 
lease, it has been suggested that 
the new stamp be released at 
Minturn. If at all possible, I can 
see no objections having the first 
release at Minturn since it is more 
closely associated with the subject 
matter of the commemorative 
stamp. 

On March 15, Mr. Pearson ad- 
vised Governor Thornton that the 
Mount of the Holy Cross did not 
have sufficient relationship to 
the 75th anniversary of Colorado 
statehood to warrant its use as a 
central motif. Neither would Min- 
turn seem an appropriate place 
for the first day sale unless it 
was in some way associated with 
the early state government. 

Upon receipt of a copy of this 
letter, Mr. Owen traced the his- 
tory back to the establishment of 
Astor Fort and Tranding Post un- 
der John Jacob Astor as a fur 
trader in 1780. This Fort was 
destroyed im a snow slide dur-

Took Hard Work To Get Holy 
Cross On Colorado Commem, 


Minturn As The First Day City 


In 1929 the first attempt was made to secure a commemorative 
stamp for Colorado, ba@aring a likeness of the Mount of the Holy 
Cross, by Dr. O. W. Randall and associates of Eagle, Colorado. Again 
in 1939 an effort was made by the Mount of Holy Cross Pilgrimage 
Assn. Inc. to secure such a stamp. Both attempts were futile. 

In early 1950, the Holy Cross Postmasters’ Association instigated 
a campaign to procure a commemorative stamp honoring the 75th 
year of Colorado statehood. The design on this proposed stamp was 
to feature the Mount of the Holy Cross, 








boulder stockade remains are 
still evident in what is now called 
Astor Flats. This«information was 
sent to Governor Thornton. 

On March 31 Governor Thorn- 
ton sent this information to Mr. 
Pearson with the following state- 
ment as part of his letter. “Any 
decision will be witheld until you 
advise me if this material (Mr. 
Owen’s) being submitted today 
seems to make the Mount of the 
Holy Cross and Minturn more 
logical. I do want to submit this 
information as individuals in that 
area were instrumental in much 
of the ground work for the 75th 
commemorative stamp.” 

Again the club went to Colo- 
rado’s representatives in Wash- 
ington for their assistance in get- 
ting the Mount of the Holy Cross 
as the main motif, Minturn as the 
office of issue of first day can- 
cellations and they assured us of 
their wholehearted support. 

On April 2 a committee met 
with Ross Brown, executive sec- 
retary to Governor Thornton, and 
viewed the designs drawn up by 
the Post Office Department. They 
all included a view of the Mount 
of the Holy Cross. The one chosen 
by the committee shows the state 
seal and a picture of the Mount. 

The town of Minturn is located 
on the site of Astor Fort and 
Trading Post, one of the earliest 
settlements in Colorado Terri- 
tory. This Trading Post was one 
of a chain throughout the west, 
established by John Jacob Astor. 

It consisted of three cabins 
within a stockade of huge bould- 
ers. The dates of this post are 
given as 1780-1820. The last evi- 
dence of the cabins were destroy- 
ed by a snowslide during the 
winter of 1884-1885. The boulder 
stockade is still standing. 

This information was obtained 
from files belonging to Mrs, E. R. 
Bayer whose grandfather was the 
first doctor in the area. 

Dr. Evans was one of the first 
men called upon to act as council 
for Chief Colorow after the Meek- 
er Massacre. Mrs. Bayer still has 
in her possession the saddle bag 
given her grandfather by Chief 
Colorow.

That stack- 
up of percentages seems to hold true in the stamp collecting hobby, 
too. Not a day passes but what one or 
more letters reach this office in which 
some lamb claims he has been led to the 
shearing pen and thence to the slaughter, © 
By the time the bleats of anguish are de- » 
leted, and the cries of “foul” separated 
from the text, it is generally found that © 
here is‘a person whose eyes and mind 
have gotten him hit where it hurts—and 
that’s in the pocketbook, 

The story is old enough. He was 
gypped by a dealer! While such things 
do happen in spite of all the policing of 
the advertisements and dealers carried on 
by various philatelic publications, it 
doesn’t happen often. Mostly this so- 
called gypping is the result of a customer 
reading more into a dealer’s ad than he 
has printed there. 

In selling, whether it is via a daily on 
paper or the slickest of the high-powered i 
magazines, the idea is to catch the reader’s Ea 
attention, to hold it with some interesting CARL P. RUETH 
offer or offers, and then induce him to 
buy. Those elements are basic. You can catch the reader’s eye 
with a number of gimmicks, as for instance a bathing beauty, lots 
of color, or words imparting personal superiority or tremendous 
bargains. It is the latter approach which is mostly used in some 
ads ‘appearing in the stamp papers, and it is generally these flashy- 
worded offers that cause a collector to have trouble. 

You know, or should know, that it is possible to use words 
implying a lot of things, but which actually state or promise noth- 
ing. This approach while legal and respectable tends to lead a 
buyer to expect more for his money than is reasonable or possible. 
When the purchase is received, it does not measure up to the 
glorified picture the purchaser has established for it, so he cries 
“robber.” 

But 99% of the time he is not justified in hurling that charge, 
for the dealer has sold him exactly what was advertised, and most 
of the time, it is a pretty good buy. On top of that, most all offers 
in this paper are backed by a statement and policy of “Satisfaction 
or Your Money Refunded”, and under those conditions a customer 
can hardly lose, 

Like for your clothing, food, auto or thousands of other purchases 
there is only so much that the retailer can give you for the price 
he charges. That goes for stamp dealing too. Unkown to many is 
the fact that it would be almost impossible to purchase various size 
packets and collections, or mounted approvals, if it weren’t for 
cheap labor. Some of it is performed abroad by elderly folks and 
the handicapped working for what we would call a pittance, while 
in this country a lot of such work keeps the minds and the fingers 
of the shut-ins occupied, but still at a relatively poor pay. 

If you are fairly well along with your collection, and it is 
your plan to keep adding to it, why spend dollar after dollar buying 
mixtures and accumulations looking for.a big find when you’d be 
far better off taking this money and actually buying what you need? 
You rarely discover much you can add to the average collection in 
the way of new stamps. Mixtures and accumulations should be 
bought strictly for the fun of the hunt, and considered as amusement 
in the same terms as a visit to the movies. 

If you are interested mostly in the stamps of Europe, why buy 
a sensational bargain of “600 stamps from mystic Asia, including 
remote Siam, bizarre India, glamorous Japan, and others!” just be- 
cause it has a high catalogue value and appears to be a fine pur- 
chase? If you don’t care for this type material, leave it alone, 
despite the bargain aspects. For the person who is interested in 
that part of the world, those stamps can be, and probably are an 
advantageous buy. 

All collectors who haven’t as yet done so, would be helping 
themselves considerably if they would pause long enough to realize 
and establish their limits. By that I mean, and putting it simply, 
they should say to themselves, “I have so many dollars a week to 
spend on stamps. I am interested in countries A,B,C,X,Y and Z. I 
think my present stamp spending money will finance them. I will 
not spend this money for the stamps of any other nation regardless 
of how attractive they are, or how rosy appears their future.” 

It all boils down to definitely knowing what you want, and 
recognizing it when you see it advertised,

Department and received a reply

. Regarding cancelled stamps 
on envelopes containing requests 
for first day covers, you are ad- 
vised that this office (P.O.D.) re- 
ceives hundreds of requests from 
various organizations for the cov- 
ering envelopes submitted to first 
day cities. To furnish any parti- 
cular organization with these en- 
velopes would invite criticism, 
therefore, the Department has 
adopted the policy of destroying 
the covering envelopes at the first 
day offices.” 





Some years ago, Walter C. 
Richards of Webster Groves, Mo. 
found a number of those patriotic 
envelopes of the Civil War period 
among his father’s effects. He has 
used them to rather good advan- 
tage as first day covers. 

When the Alexandria airmail 
stamp was issued in 1949 several 
of the cachets on the covers were 
appropriate for the event. Then 
when the UCV commem was is- 
sued at Norfolk, May 30 this year, 
he really had a fine source upon 
which to draw for unusual cov- 


ers. 

Most collectors would have 
been pleased just to have several 
of these authentic Civil War pa- 
triotic envelopes in their posses- 
sion let alone have them used as 
first day covers,

“Is somebody profiting from all 
these different issues of postage 
stamps?” inquires Mrs. G. L. of 
Amanda Park. Wash. “With the 
post office department in the red 
why the extra expense to the 
government?” 

Answer: A few philatelists may 
make a few dollars from invest- 
ing in and holding first-run (sic) 





issues, although these are usually 





distributed among presidential 
friends. The Roosevelt family has 
an exceptionally fine and valu- 
able collection. 

Besides being am unnecessary 
and costly burden, these special 
stamps are a nuisance to the de- 
partment and the public. But the 
fault lies with members of Con- 
gress, not with Postmaster Gen- 
eral Donaldson. He hates them 
too. However, if Congress author- 
izes a memorial stamp to please 
one of the honorables or a cer- 
tain small group of voters, he can- 
not refuse to comply.” 

Ain’t that awful? That part 
about PMG Donaldson hating 
commems is especially touching 
and tragic. Might even drive him 
to producing a commemorative is- 
sue imperforate so that they have 
to be cut apart just to get back 
at us stamp savers! 





Since there have been a num- 
ber of statehood and territorial 
commemorative stamps over the 
past several years some readers 
have gotten curious as to the date 
and order of admission of the 48 
states. 

Of course, they could have 
looked this information up for 
themselves, but they chose the 
easy way to get it. 

They asked me to print such 
a list. 

Most of you I believe know that 
each star in the flag represents 
a state, a fact which has been told 
here on more than one occasion. 
You begin with the left star in 
the top row, number one, and 
read to the right The six rows 
begin with the stars numbered 1, 
9, 17, 25, 33 and 4. 

Now get a flag or a picture of 
one and pick out the star repre- 
senting your state.

A quick glance through the 
statistics shows that December 
has been the most popular month 
for admissions with nine states 
entering the union. January, June 
and November are next with six 
each, after which come February, 
March and May with four each.

CHESTER, O. ERROR. 


A usual error for OHIO. It seems 
that the type setters in assemb- 
ling the slugs are prone to turn 
them over and make OIHO.

AIR MAIL SPECIAL DELIVERY. Always wanting to increase 
airmail business, Congress bethought itself of the very first air 
stamps, which called for immediate delivery on arrivalJ—and Presto!

Great-Seal of the U.S.A. This meant that you could post a letter in 
New York in the A. M. and have it delivered in Chicago in the 
P. M. Not bad, 


Jim Farley, the P-M General, knew that his boss F D R loved 
odd and beautiful stamps—so occasionally he’d snitch an uncut sheet 
or two right off the press and carry it over to the boss-man him- 
self; he did this with some 20 different items, 


Then one day, they say, Harold Ickes got mad in a Cabinet 
meeting, and spilled the beans, after which the press and us phila- 
telists raised H-E-L-L, Result—a reprint of all the items was or- 
dered and offered publicly in uncut sheets, or in cut blocks, just 
like F D R and other top men had them,

After all the excitement had died down this stamp was given 
a facial and a new start in 1936 by being reprinted in the well- 
known red-white-blue color scheme—red for roses, white for lamb, 
and blue for the heavens. And so it lived a little while longer, after 
which we went back to buying our airmail and special delivery 
stamps separately again.

I can- 
not find the purpose for which the 20c was issued later (probably 
to reduce the rate to Hawaii); but I do know that the 50c stamp 
was offered as soon as the route was extended to include China. 


Matter of fact, all of these runs wre made by the new giant 
airplanes nicknamed “China Clippers”. The design of the three 
stamps is identical, except that the first one carries the line ‘“No- 
vember 1935” to indicate inauguration of the service. 

It depicts one of the giant clippers winging across the Pacific into 
the rising sun (or is it setting?) with pictorial ships on the water be- 
m uth—a super-liner, a steamship, an old fashiond sailing vesselvand 
a decrepit junk.

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CRAWFORD W. LONG 
Surgeon 


Born at Danielsville, Ga. 
1815—died in 1878. He received 
his M. D. diploma at Franklin 
College Medical School in Penn- 
sylvania in 1839. Returning to the 
South, he practiced in Jefferson 
City, Georgia for a number of 
years and finally moved his office 
to Athens, Georgia in 1851. 

His claim to fame lies in the 
fact that he supposedly perform- 
ed the first surgical operation aft- 
er rendering his patient uncon- 
scious by inhaling the fumes of 
ether. Although he did not pro- 
claim his discovery publicly until 
1849, the good doctor then stated 
that he had performed such op- 
erations between the years 1842 
and 1846 

Meanwhile, Dr. William T. G. 
Morton began practicing dentis- 





in | 








try in Boston in 1842, and in 
1844 associated himself with 
Charles T. Jackson, a professor of 
chemistry, who was experiment- 
ing with sulphuric ether as an 
anesthetizing agent. Dr. Morton 
tested this ether on animals and 
on himself and finally on a pa- 
tient in Sept. 1846; a fortnight 
later, a Dr. John C. Warren re- 
moved a tumor from the neck of 
a patient, anesthetized by Mor- 
ton’s process. 

Public announcement of their 
discovery was made in 1846, some 
three years before Dr. Long’s an- 
nouncement, and Morton and 
Jackson immediately received pa- 
tents for use of their product, 
which they called “letheon.” But 
Dr. Long protested the right of 
use by Dr. Morton and others, 
claiming ‘priority, and the latter 
died in poverty after long liti- 











gation and much bitterness. 
Final result—Dr. Morton of 
Boston was elected to the Ameri- | 
can Hall of Fame, while Dr. Long 
of Georgia was elected to grace 
a U.S. postage stamp (by courtesy 
of Postmaster General James A. 
Farley, able vote-getter for F. D.

I have on hand a letter from a dealer in Ireland in which 
he is holding at least a half-dozen letters with remittance in 
which the parties ordering either failed to sign their names, 
give their return addresses or just carelessly failed to state 


The main thought behind all of this is just to bring home 
to the readers that they must be explicit in their directions 
to the dealer. They should always check carefully to see that 
their order is signed legibly and a return address enclosed. 
This is a mere formality that any letter writer should observe, 

Upon investigation of several complaints against one deal- 
er we found, upon examination of the actual orders, there 
was no signature, or address for retury 
was written so badly that probably 
would have trouble deciphering it. 

Please contact your dealer if anything is delayed and be 
sure on that next order to give full name, address and print 
it to be safe. Give the dealer a break and handle your cor- 
respondence with him as if you were receiving the letter and

Effective on or about August 
1, 1951, air mail service will be 
inaugurated over an extension of 
route A. M. 97 from Harrisburg, 
Pa., to Scramton-Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa, 

Special cachets will be provided 
for Harrisburg, Scranton, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at the above- 
named offices must be prepaid 
at the appropriate air-mail post- 
age rate. 

Double postal cards and doub- 
le post cards intended for re- 
turn reply purposes are not ac- 
ceptable as first-flight covers. 

All covers should be accompan- 
ied by a letter authorizing the 
application of the cachet. Space 
approximately 2% by 2% inches 
to the left on the address side 
of all covers is required for the 
cachet. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, covers 
receiving cachet will be given di-
